I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a method for biocontrol of flies, classified in class 
424, subclass 405. 

II. Claims 19-20, drawn to a biocontrol system and method, classified in 
class 435, subclass 287.1.

Groups i and II are related as methods of biocontrol, however, the process steps 
of Group I a(rAdifferent and distinct from those of Group II of which also comprises a 
biological control system which is not required by the method of Group I. Further the 
process steps of Group I require determining population densities whereas the process 
of Group II does not require this distinct step for carrying out the process. Therefore, 
two-way distinctness exits between Groups I and II.
